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The access road between the 
Upland High School football 
stadium won't be paved this 
year but a plan for improve- 
ment of the area was present- 
ed to the Chaffey Union High 
School District Board of 
Trustees meeting Monday, Aug. 
15. 

James Clark, director of 
facilities, presented the plan 
which included an area for park- 
ing some 80 cars, an entrance 
on Foothill Boulevard, an exit 


on Redding Way, and large 
planted areas. 
The estimated cost of the 


project, worked out by the City 
of Upland, is $30,000. A break- 
down of the costs given by 
Clark shows: $12,000 for 
asphalt paving; $8,000 for 
curbs; $4,000 for sidewalks; 
and $6,000 for planting. 

Clark and School Superinten- 
dent Allan Smith pointed out 
that the work could not be done 
piecemeal, it was all or nothing. 

The Board was advised to 
take no action Monday night be- 
cause of the absence of two 
members and because funds for 
the project would have to be 
taken from the reserve funds 
of the School District. 

With the opening of a new 
high school next year Board 
members will have to make a 
projection of the expenditures 
for 1967-68 to see if they can 
afford to remove any money 
from the reserve fund. 

Smith indicated it would pro- 
bably be a year before anything 
could be done about the access 
road. He also said that once 
this improvement is effected 
the campus at Upland would be 
considered complete. 

In other business, the Board 
heard a report from the County 
Superintendent of Schools’ of- 
fice that showed the total as- 
sessed valuation on which the 
District tax rate will be levied 
at $271,642,310. That figure 
is $194,280 lower than was ex- 
pected. However the tax rate 
will change very little, Smith 
said. 

The Board tabled until the 
Sept. 6 meeting action on pen- 
alty time for construction at 
Montclair High School. 

Clark said all of the work is 
expected to be complete by Sept. 
1, At that time, it is expected 
the contractor will have accrued 
78 penalty days. This is the 
amount of time taken above what 
the contract calls for to com- 
plete construction of the school. 
The penalty for each day is $50, 
which could result in a $3,900 
refund to the School District.

Citizens’ committee 
backs water bonds 


A Citizens’ Committee to 
back the Chino Basin Municipal 
Water District bond election 
Oct. 4, was formed last week 
by County Supervisor Dan Mike- 
sell, Bill Walk and Allan Swin- 
ler, both of Upland. 

Mikesell is the general chair- 
man, Walk is finance chairman, 
and Swinler is treasurer. 

The committee hasn’t been 
fully organized yet, but the 
three men hope to mobilize for- 
ces in the water district to sup- 
port the election to raise funds 
for the proposed industrial 
waste disposal system. 

The committee leaders were 
to meet this week with Evan Pe- 
ters, a professional draftsman, 
to discuss the type of brochure 
it will produce explaining the 
disposal system. 

Mikesell has already re- 
ceived an offer of help in the 
election from the industrial 
committee of the Fontana 
Chamber of Commerce. Other 
incorporated cities in the dis- 
trict include Upland, Montclair, 
Ontario and Chino. 
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The bond election itself ran 
into a slight problem when it 
was found that the San Bernar- 
dino County Registrar of Voters 
office will be unable to conduct 
the election for the Water Dis- 
trict. 

Personnel in the office are 
tied up in the switch-over to 
voting machines and can’t be 
spared for the election. 

The registrar’s office will 
supply a list of registered vo- 
ters to the CBMWD along witha 
precinct map and a precinct kit 
which includes flags a booth 
and ballot boxes for the polling 
places. 

The Water District has hired 
the precinct workers (four for 
each of 68 precincts), acquired 
the polling places and prepared 
the sample ballots. 


The cost to the District will 
remain the same as if the Regis- 
trar had done the work, the only 
inconvenience is the added work 
load put on the Water District's 
staff, according to Dick Hall, 
manager of the CBMWD.

A total of 68 special voting 
precincts have been established 
within the Chino Basin Water 
District for the $16,000,000 
bond election to be held Oct. 4.

The controversy stemmed 
from what complainants say

Frank (Red) Abbott, owner of 
Skycrest Motors, who seeks 
part of the property involved tn 
the zone change for expansion 
purposes, However, Abbott, who 
attended the meeting, Indicated 
his willingness to correct any 


“and all complaints provided he 


does not get Invol ved in any Hit. 
gation regarding runoff water tn 
the area. 

Complainants attending the 
meeting inluded Col, James A, 
Godwin of 1272 Tulare Way, who 
said a water drainage ditch in 
the area was ‘non-existent’ 
and water accumulation re-« 
sulted in a mosquito-infested 
ditch. 

Other complaints both past 
and present included the motor 
agency’s loud public address 
system, which was reported as 
having been ‘ftoned down!’; a 
barking watchdog, which has 
since been disposed of; faulty 
are lighting, which it was said 
a new fence would correct; and 
a wall and alley separating the 
commercial and residential 
Zones. 

Abbott told the Council he ts 
scheduled to appear before the 
Planning Commission Aug. 25 
on his request for a variance 
permitting construction of the 
wall.

That money is 
not applied to the building fund. 

The primary aim of the Boys’

quality. In the Bay Area, 
nursery stocks intended to re- 
plenish or enlarge orchards 
have been seriously affected.

The Department of Ag- 
riculture said that the full effect 
of the tons of ‘garbage’ which 
pollute our atmosphere around 
metropolitan centers may not 
be felt for some years, How-

pollution by pesticides was 
touched upon at the committee 
hearing. There appears to be 
some ground for the theory 
that heavy smog concentrations 
may increase pesticide con- 
tamination under some circum -~ 
stances, The Departmentof Ag-
